GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 
With a terrible thunderstorm crashing around the 
Parish Church while the Finale of Berlioz’ 
Symphonie Fantastique thundered within its holy 
walls, my thoughts turned to what I had recently 
read in the old Deanery Magazines. 
“The Tower was built in the 17°. century, 
collections having been made in all churches 
throughout England for it, by Letters Patent. The 
estimate for it was £8,250, including a portion for 
the Nave, damaged by the fall of the spire in March 
1694 in the 10°. year (of the reign) of Charles 1. In 
December 1888 the largest of the bells in the Tower 
fell down into the Ringing Chamber. Mercifully no 
one was hurt. The expense of raising and re-hanging 
the Bell was £6.10s. In 1893 the Tower was restored 
when some £276 was spent on it. During a terrific 
storm in June 1910 the south-east pinnacle of the 
Tower was struck by lightning and so seriously 
damaged that it had to be taken down and rebuilt at 
a cost of £79 which will be covered by insurance.” 
World War 11 brought a further threat of indignity 
to our Tower. A lady parishioner offered £2 towards 
the cost of removing or screening the weather vanes 
which she felt could be seen by enemy planes on 
moonlit nights. It was agreed to approach the RAF 
to get their views on the matter... (No follow-up 
information is recorded. Maybe someone in 
Deddington remembers what action was taken 7?) 
Since then, frequent lightning strikes have damaged. 
the vanes, which have all been repaired, and the 
stonework of the Tower is regularly inspected and 
damage made good. 
On Feast and Festival days our proud Tower is 
crowned with the St. George flag, hoisted and 
struck again at sundown by an old soldier who skips 
like a young’ un up and down the 113 steps. 
The view from the Tower is well worth the effort of 
the climb. 
PS. Two members of the DN staff were recently 
seen on crutches and in wheelchairs. They will be 
interested to know that in August 1900... “Through 
the kindness and exertion of Mrs. Hodgson, a Bath 
Chair has been provided for the Parish for the use of 
the sick and infirm, who can have it free of charge 
upon applying at the Vicarage where it will be 
kept..”. (We may no longer have a Vicarage, but 
said wood and wicker-work bath chair can still be 
seen at the back of the Choir vestry in the Church !)

of wilderness. Now it’s back to business as usual. 
Recently we did a flower count to see how this compared with last year (see September 2000 DN) and came 
up with the following list. This is not definitive and we'd be only too pleased if anyone can add to it — or 
confirm our odd query: Angelica, bird’s foot trefoil, campion (bladder and red), clover (white and purple), 
convolvulys (common bindweed), cow parsley, creeping buttercup, dead nettle (white), dock, field scabious, 
fool’s parsley, knapweed (black?), lesser trefoil, little mouse-ear, marsh woundwort, meadow cranesbiil, 
musk mallow, ox-eye daisy, polygonum (redshank?), poppy (common), prickly sow-thistle, purple loosetrife, 
ragged robin, self-heal, sorrel, speedwell, stinging nettle, St. John’s wort, teasel, thistle (two/three varieties?), 
vetch (tufted and yellow), white violet (in spring), willowherb (rosebay and greater), woody nightshade, 
yarrow. 

Nancy White reports that the damselfly count seems to be lower than last year; it may be due to weather 
patterns, but we shall keep an eye on this. 

Alas, our display in the Parish Church must be postponed because of further building works. More in due 
course of the plans we’re hatching for Jubilee Year.

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ON THE FARM 


Harvest is well under way and yet again it is a case of grab it vik 4S eg nee 
when you can. The new combine is performing very well and yes, gveuiaee rian iss 
the ‘old boy’ has tamed her and is showing the grain cart a clean pair of heels. 

We cut the oil seed rape at the start of August which, despite being very dirty (full of 
weeds or as some would say, wild flowers) produced a better than expected yield. The 
wheat was cut in mid-August. Although the grain was ready the straw was still on the 
green side and this made combining rather difficult but at least it's in the barn and the 
quality looks good but the average yield/acre will be down some lOcwt per acre on last 
year. At the time of writing the oats are still waiting to be cut. Although the grain is 
ripe once again the straw is still too green for the combine to cope with and we may 
have to spray it off. The beans will not be ready for a week or two and are a real 
Botanist’s dream. With hindsight it would have been better if we had not bothered to 
plant them and put the land into set-aside for the year, but it goes against the grain not 
to try to grow a crop. At least the bees did produce a nice crop of honey from the mix 
of ‘wild flowers' and a few beans. 

Through a combination of flooding and the Foot and Mouth restrictions we have only 
been able to sell a few lambs to date at the very low price of £1.57 per kilo dead 
weight (ready for the butcher to cut up. And what is the butcher charging you for your 
Sunday roast?), With the current dire situation in the livestock sector we have decided 
to cut back the ewe flock and keep just what the meadows will carry, plough out the 
grass paddocks and take al] the environmental grants we can claim, and in the future 
look at growing industrial crops rather than food crops. After all, | too have a living to 
make and a rent to pay. The sad fact is that the country no longer seems to think that 
it needs a food industry and can rely on cheap imports. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

NEWS FROM DEDDINGTON POLICE OFFICE 

The Parish has reported a total of 34 crimes in the first six months of this year (end of June). 
The biggest recorded crime again is theft of property from motor vehicles i.e. mobile phones, 
laptop compters and CD players. Eleven vehicles have been attacked, that is two a month. 
No offenders have been traced or property recovered. The result of this type of crime hits us 
all in increased insurance premiums. If you remove your belongings from the vehicle you will 
not become another statistic. 

Offences of criminal damage still plague the Parish, mainly around the Windmill Centre. The 
Castle Grounds have also suffered from vandalism this summer. It all happens after the 
clocks go forward in the Spring. 

We suffered a robbery at the Co-op in April and two persons from Northampton are awaiting 
trial at the Crown Court. Three householders have had their homes broken into this year and 
at present four persons are on bail for committing two of those burglaries. Other offences 
committed include theft of other persons’ property while left unattended in public places and 
assaults in which all offenders have been arrested. Out of the 34 crimes recorded, a total of 
sixteen persons have been arrested which has resulted in ten crimes being detected.
